and the Judges had (for the Judges were Kings) 
and as Saul and David nad ; or by God's ordi- 
nary way of Difpenfation, which was by Suc- 
ceflion of Children unto their Fathers, Ac- 
cording to which Method, as Families grew in- 
into Nations, fo paternal Government grew 
into Regal, and confequently an Ufurper, as 
he hath no Claim to Divine inftitution, fo 
he hath no Title to Divine Benediction and 
Protection. And befides, becauie what is got- 
ten by the Sword, muft be maintain’d by the 
Sword, an Ufurper muft be a Tyrant whether 
he will orno. Laftly, A Monarchy by Ufar- 
pation is Kes fine Litslo, a Poficilion without a 
Title, which icidom laits long, or ends well ; 
For he that takes the Sword, {hall perifh by the 
Sword, iaith our Savionr. 26. §2. 

Again, as Monarchy by Ufurpation, is Res 
fine Titulo, fo Monarchy by Eleétion, is Titz- 
lus fine Ke, a Title without the Thing; for 
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Elective Kings are but Conditional Kings, and 
Conditional Kings are no Kings. keiides a 
King is to. have the Power of Lifeand Death, 
which none that have it not themfelves, can 
give unto him; and therefore how he that is 
Elected by thofe that have not the Power of 
Life and Death, and how he becomes. to be a 
King, is as the Author conceives, not eafy 


. to imagine. But fuppofing an Elective King, 


to be indeed a King, yet confidering Fir/t 
The Dangers and Inconveniencies of Inter Reg- 
nums, Or Ceflations of Government betwixt 
the Death of one King, and the Election of
